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that such person shall be transferred to some institution 
for idiots and imbeciles, in this or in some other State, 
and there maintain cd at the expense of the county of 
which such person is a resident, and the expenses incur­
red thereby shall be paid in the manner as is provided 
by law for the maintenance of indigent insane persons 
in the Iowa Hospital for the Insane. The Superin­
tendent shall certify to the A,uditor of State on the first 
days of January, April, July, and October in each year, 
the amount (not previously certified) due from each 
county, for and upon account of the expenses incurred 
by the transfer and maintenance as authorized by this 
Act; and the Auditor shall thereupon notify the Clerk 
of the Board of Supervisors of' each county so owing Auditor­
of the amount thereot~ and charge the same to said duties of. ' 
county; and the Board of Supervisors of such county , 
shall add such amount to the tax levied to pa! expenses 
of insane persons in the Hospital for the Insane, or 
otherwise provide for the payment thereof, to be levied 
in said county, and the tax so levied shall be collected 
and paid into the State Treasury the same as other State 
taxes. 

SEC. 2. This Act being deemed by the General As- Publication.
